Crime  On  Lack  Of  Respect  For  God 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  (RNS) 
—  FBI  Director  J.  Edgar  Hoov¬ 
er  blamed  the  postwar  Juve¬ 
nile  crime  wave  on  "soft-head¬ 
ed"  parents  who  do  not  teach 
their  children  "respect  for 
God.” 

He  told  the  House  Appro¬ 
priations  Committee  that  the 
problem  cannot  be  remedied  by 
playgrounds,  youthwwagencies 
and  Boy  Scoots  unless  parents 
also  teach  their  children  re¬ 
spect  "for  God,  the  law,  and 
for  others.”
